For this measure, which imposes a 
flat ad valorem duty of 29 per cent 
on all raw wools, with correspond- 
ing i-filucecl rates on woolen manu- 
factures, the other two tariff meas- 
ures will be sidetracked to give wool 
the right of way to the White House 
for the expected veto. 
On the veto 


depends the further program of the 
house Democrats and senate Pem- 
crats and progressive Republicans, in- 
cluding the formulation of plans for 
a speedy adjournment.

"I return herewltn, without my ap-

"If I sign this resolution I do not 


see how 1 can escape responsibility 
for the judicial recall of the Arizona 
constitution. 
This provision of the 


Arizona constitution in its applica- 
ton to county and state judges, seems 
to me so pernicious In its effect, so 
destructive of independence in the ju- 
diciary so likely subject the rights of 
the individual to the possible tyran- 
ny of popular majority and therefore 
to be so injurious to the cause of 
free government that 1 must disap- 
prove a constitution containing it."

IN THE ERUPTION 


Tokio, Japan, Aug. 15.—More 


;han 30 persons, half of whom are 
believed to have been foreign tour- 
sts, were burned to 
death on 
the 


slopes of Mt. Asamasyama, a usually 
massive volcano, about 90 miles from 
lere, when it suddenly burst 
into 


violent eruption today. The volcano 
las always been one of the points of 
interest to tourists and several par- 
Lies of Europeans were on its slopes 
at the time of the eruption. 
There is a well travelled road ex- 


.endlng from the bottom and winding 
along the sides of the mountain al- 
most to the crater. Parties of toui- 
sts were toiling up this road when 
;here came a sudden rumbling fol- 
owed by a terrific explosion and 
hundreds of

Pood Combination*. 


Four general principles gov- 


ern the- combination of foods— 
first, those foods which digest In 
about the same time should be 
en ten together; second, foods 
that ore chemically 
inharmo- 


nious should not be eaten to- 
gether—acid fruits and starches 
or acids and albuminous foods, 
for instance; third, foods that 
are similar by nature should be 
combined rather than those that 
differ, as, for instance, animal 
foods, milk, honey, eggs; prunes, 
figs, dates; cabbage, lettuce, to- 
matoes, bread with other cereals; 
apples, oranges, peaches, grapes; 
raisins, 
figs, 
prunes; 
fourth, 


fourteen elements are needed to 
support life. In proportion vary- 
ing according to work, tempera- 
ment health, climate, etc., and 
care is needed to avoid taking 
too mueh of some, particularly 
nlbumen, and not enough of oth- 
ers.

Canadians Are Wary. 


The Republican argument 
that a 


high tariff is needed in this country 
to maintain "the high American wage"

against the cheap foreign immigrant 
and negro labor employed by Ameri- 
can trusts that some of the Canadians 
are urging the defeat of reciprocity.

It struck its poor head against a wall. Bats can't see in the light, you know. 
I am sorry that you do not feel more friendly to the useful bnt. 'who is the 
enemy of mosquitoes nnd many harmful insects ns well as the mice that 
destroy the grain in the fields and in our barns. 


"This one, 1 fancy, has a home somewhere nbout here. I have seen a 


couple.of bats flying about at twilight, and I suspect It Is 1h that hollow chest- 
nqt tree In the vacant lot across the way. 


"Bo bats build nests? 
Well, no; but they make their homes in hollow 


trees, In barns and in vacant buildings. If you could see inside the hollow 
tree no doubt there would at this season be young ones clinging to the moth- 
er's fur and hanging head downward just as she does. 
When their claws 


grow they will sink them into the tree nnd support themselves. Baby bats 
are born blind like kittens, and at first are fed with milk by the mother In- 
Bt»ad of 'with Insects and mice. 
When they are old enough they will be 


taught to fly and catch insects for themselves. 
While they are young the 


mother makes a cradle for them of her wings. Bats cannot see well by day, 
so begin to fly about like owls only when It gets dark. 


"In some respects bats are very particular about their toilets. They nre 


Bald to spend much time combing themselves with the claws of their hind 
feet. They part their hair very carefully In the middle and along their backs. 


"A naturalist who kept a bat in a cage of wire netting and fed It with 


flies said it would eat fifty or eighty flies In a day. As to mosquitoes and 
other insects he kept no record. If bats could be tamed and kept neat, no 
doubt they would be mnch more useful than sticky fly paper or nny such 
nasty contrivances, but so far no Ingenious Yankee has beta able to put them 
to work. 


"No, Jackie, bats are not birds; they are animals—about the only animals 


that have wings. They might be called winged cats, for they nre related to 
the fireside pussy, although there is little friendship between the two races."
